To submit copies of all reports the division provides 
to the United States department of education under part B of the federal 
Individuals with Disabilities Education Act, as amended, including but not limited 
to any report concerning disproportionate representation in special education 
based on race or ethnicity, to the general assembly on the date each such report 
is provided to the United States department of education.
